| New York City. Belle has decided to take à vacation 
from show biz for a while but Bob and Lord William, 
who have both worked with Belle for many years, pul 
together a fantastic show, Bob greets you at the door, 
sets up the buffer and the free refreshments and operates 
the lights and sound for the show. Lord William handles 
the show from backstage and performs in some of the 
scenes both as a dominant and a submissive, His im 
aginative mind also creates many of the scenarios that 
the other performers use in their own scenes 

The first scene we photographed the night we were 
there featured Lord William as a psychiatrist's patient 
with "strange dreams of being attacked by Amazons? 
The woman doctor sedates him and then acts out his, 
and her fantasies. Not surprisingly, the patient is more 
than willing to come back for more "treatments? 

Jack the Stripper and Lady Leah performed their 
amazing fire dance with flaming torches against their 
bare flesh. The lights were dimmed for the fire dance 
making photography difficult. When we used a flash we

stage, put clamps on his nipples, tied up his balls and 
dripped hot wax on his cock. Later when he crawled to 
her on his hands and knees there was adoration in his 
eyes 

The finale of the show featured a Nazi type scene com- 
plete with uniforms and prop guns. (There was no at- 
tempt to imply that Nazism could ever have been con- 
sidered to be loving, consensual S&M activity but Was 
used merely as a fantasy role playing vehicle) Lady 
Manuelle switched to her submissive side and became 
the victim of sadistic, lesbian torturers. In one of the hot- 
test scenes we have ever seen, she is whipped, pierced, 
has nipple clamps and anal beads used on her by the 
two dominant lesbians and then is handed over to Lord 
William. 

After five or six scenes, featuring female domination, 
male domination and even a fire act, the audience finally 
gets their turn to act out some of their own fantasies 
in the audience participation part of the show. Any, and 
all, audience members (whether dominant or submissive) 
are invited to join the cast of the show on stage and par- 
ticipate in an S&M scene of their own with any of the
